Finally, under the sting 
necessity, some merchants and local 
bankers succeeded amalgamating 
several these groups and forming 
the Boston Merchants Association, 
which later combined with the Boston 
Chamber Commerce.

Commerce.

“In the early days our indus- 
trial history, such contacts business 
men with one another were unheard 
of. felt that just because man 
happened engaged the same 
line ourselves, there must some- 
thing radically wrong with him. But 
why should hold such unbusi- 
nesslike and nonsensical view today? 

“As begin know the other fel- 
low, are likely discover that 
and also that don’t know quite 
much think. common failing 
among business men find facts 
back whatever opinions they hap- 
pen have, regardless whether 
those opinions are right wrong.

Mr. Royer said that the past sev-

Edition Binders Session 


Proposal Adopt Standard Classification Specifications 
for Edition Binding—Controlling Small Credit Accounts 


specifications for edition book- 
binding was started the suggestion 
Employing Bookbinders’ Association 
New York, the edition binders’ 
October 19. The standard specifica- 
tions would predicated upon cer- 
tain standard sizes and would cover 
all the major variations under definite 
classifications. 


The plan was received with interest 
the edition binders, and under the 
auspices committee headed Mr. 
Mershon, the matter will studied 
further and recommendations made 
the association whole. 


MOVEMENT that may result 


Would Great Help Industry 


Mr. Mershon stated that form 
embodying these specifications could 
agreed upon, would great 
help not only the edition binding 
industry, but also the publishers. Such 
specifications would help identify 
sizes, identify and standardize oper- 
ations, tend produce uniformity 
quotations, and give the purchaser 
opportunity compare bids intelli- 
gently and accurately. 

“We often suffer from unfair com- 
parison,” said Mr. Mershon. “If 
plan this sort could worked out 
the Employing Bookbinders 
America, have doubt that 
would endorsed the National 
Association Book Publishers, and 
after that, the United Typothetae 
America. One the chief advan- 
tages that may result from such 
step would the stabilization 
business conditions. 

“All us—bookbinders and pub- 
lishers alike—would talking the 
same language and understand intelli- 
gently the basis which were 
figuring.

gathered and filed for reference. 
Where either these courses was im- 
possible, was suggested that the 
binder start his own credit file and 
keep best could. 


John Burkhardt told how De- 
troit some 400 local concerns had or- 
ganized local group and how the 
total indebtedness every printer 
who was lagging payments was 
available members the associa- 
tion. Frank Rowzee stated that 
Washington had been great help 
this connection, and Andrew Wunsch 
described the work now being con- 
ducted the Graphic Arts Council 
St. Louis, along these lines. 

The waste disposal problem was dis- 
cussed from any angles, the chief 
question being how dispose the 
various items most profitably and eco- 
nomically. Several speakers gave 
their views the matter, including 
Henry Conkey, Thomas Morri- 
son, and Wedekind, the latter 
whom described the method classi- 
fication obtaining among the 
trades.

The question obtaining maximum

Scientific oiling and cleaning ma- 
chinery, was agreed the meeting, 
were matters vital importance 
the bookbinder, many feeling that this 
job should taken from the province 
the operators the various ma- 
chines and placed competent charge 
someone whose exclusive duty 
keep machinery clean. Dr. 
Starbuck read some interesting data 
this subject. 


Describing the cleaning and oiling 
method Kingsport, Palmer 
stated that the machine operators 
have responsibility this matter. 
The cleaning and oiling 
placed definite schedule basis, 
just like production, and result 
this system, replacement costs 
machinery have been greatly reduced.

Controlling Materials Inventory

Collating Problem 


‘The collating problem was men- 
tioned one the most important 
ones confronting the bookbinder from 
the standpoint his relation with his 
customers and the general public who 
buys books. Frank Grady stated that 
nothing could create more ill-will for 
the binding industry than the large 
number books with duplicate 
missing signatures that reach the ulti- 
mate consumer. Various precautions 
against’ this, both hand and ma- 
chine, were discussed and their ad- 
vantages and practical features 
enumerated.

Thirdly, proper reward must

Thomas Dexter 


HOMAS DEXTER, the brother 

Talbot Dexter, the founder 
the Dexter Folder Company, and 
the oldest member the Dexter or- 
ganization, passed away New York 
City October 10th the age 
years and months. His death re- 
sulted from injuries received week 
before when was struck au- 
tomobile. 


Pioneer Stock 


Mr. Dexter was born February 
1848, Galena, the son Wil- 
liam and Barbara Ann Dexter. 
came pioneer stock. When years 
old, his parents moved from Ga- 
lena the then frontier country 
Iowa covered wagon and settled 
near Des Moines. Here boy 
learned from his father the wood- 
turning and wood-carving business, 
which was later engaged for some 
years. the age joined the 
Union Army, intent fighting the 
Civil War, but his father would not 
permit him serve account his 
youth and the fact that was recov- 
ering from serious illness. the 
age married Mary Ann Noyes, 
and afterwards took fertile 
homestead Lyon County north- 
from the nearest railroad. 


Expert Machinery 

While nominally engaged the 
business farming, Mr. Dexter’s lik- 
ing for machinery led him interest 
himself threshers and other farm 
implements. For some time was 
farm machinery salesman and was 
known expert binders and 
threshers, his services being sought 
farmers for miles around. About 
1888 1889 sold his farm and 
for time gave his full attention 
the machinery business. the 
meantime his brother, Talbot 
Dexter, had started the Dexter Folder 
Company 1880 small frame 
building Des Moines, Iowa. 
1890 the business was moved from 
Des Moines Fulton, Y., and Thos. 
Dexter joined his brother, Talbot 
Dexter, there. Thus began the con- 
nection with the Dexter Folder Com- 
pany which was interrupted only 
his death. 


Moved Pearl River 

1894 the plant the Dexter 
Folder Company was removed from 
Fulton its present location and Mr. 
Dexter, together with number 
others, moved his home River. 
Here for many years had complete 
charge the mechanical details, erect- 
ing and inspection Dexter folders. 
this work, his natural mechanical 
genius found opportunity for the 


fullest expression. became ex- 
pert, and various times was sent 
service trips far from home, includ- 
ing trips England and France. 
Some years ago, due his advancing 
age, was relieved considerable 
portion his work and urged take 
things easier, but his energetic and 
restless nature made this very difficult 
for him do. the day his 
injury took active interest 
the company’s affairs, frequently vis- 
ited his old friends the trade, and 
busied himself with various improve- 
ments the Dexter product. 


Had Wide Acquaintance 

his years service with the 
Dexter Folder Company, Mr. Dexter 
acquired wide acquaintance among 
printers and bookbinders throughout 
the United States. made friends 
wherever lived worked and many 
them knew Tom Dexter man 
who could counted unfailingly 
time trouble. 

was kindly, generous and sin- 
cere, model husband, father and citi- 
zen, and man who endeared himself 
all who came contact with him. 
His death not only marks the passing 
one the pioneers the machine 
age the printing and bookbinding 
industry, but also one its most 
lovable characters. 

Mr. Dexter’s first wife died Ful- 
ton 1892. few years later 
married Margaret Healey Indian- 
apolis, who survives him, together 
with their two daughters, Mrs. Wil- 
liam Griffith and Mrs. Frank Cavalli; 
son, Thomas Dexter, editor the 
Dexter chain newspapers Rock- 
land County, and his brother Talbot 
Dexter, who retired from the Dex- 
ter Folder Company number 
years ago. All reside Pearl River,

ridges minute. These machines were 
widely used during the World 
Mr. Briggs began his career the 
drug business, but his genius inven. 
tion soon took him into other lines 
where could give his talents full 
scope. 1900 established the 
ton Wire Stitcher Co., remaining 
its president until his death. 
Mr. Briggs survived his widow, 
daughter, two grandsons and 
grand-daughter.
